We 
Know bc is aboard the Wing Fung because our special 
Correspondent at Canton bas visited him there end had ac 
interview with him. . 

Following the fall of the Cheungebaa forts, the naval 
ships loyal to Sun Yat-sen went up river. aod after 
bombarding the Macao forts they drew up apposite the 
Shamees. Writing yesterday afternoon. our special corres- 
poudent stated :— . . a 

‘The. seven ships ara now auchoredin-xtiae between the 
Sbameeo and Honam,in which position they are fairly 
safe, being protected by the settlement on one side. An ex- 
amination of the boats at close quarters does not reveal any 
appirent damage to the ships, except in the case of the 
Wing Fang, Sun Yat-sen’s flagvhip, which has two holes ic_ 
her hull, one, measuring over six inches, baing ip ber bow. 
In anticipation of surprise by boarding parties from the 
shore, th: gangwaysof the bosts have been drawn up. leas. 
ing onty a number ofiron rungs for the use of those going 
aboard. [negotiated these with some difficoltsjin visitiag 
the Wing Fung this morning to interview Sun Yat-sen.

"GERMANY AND REPARATIONS, . 


. 4 ! London, July 1. 

The German Mark has slightly rallied. It closed with 2,285 
as compared with 2450 on Saturday. The Times, commenting on 
the situation, sayz that the real forges in Germany are represented 
by an industrial group which is concentrating in its hands the 
control of German wealth and, by investing its profits in foreign 
aeccrities, evading the Allied control, using the threat of German 
bankruptcy and the sufferings of the masses of German people as 
a means of escaping the demand for legitimate reparations. The 
Allies must investigate the stuation with extreme care without 
permitting themielves to vield for an instant to the panic which 
recent events may largely have been designed to create. A subtle 


campaign both in England and France has recently been carried | 


on with the object of absolving Germany from the guilt of war, 
transferring it to the principal ANiex. Unless all such attempts 
to whitewash Germany are emphaticallx repudiated discussion of 
the reparativas problem many cnty lead to fresh danger. Germany's 
capacity te pay must be thoroughly and objactively eatimated and 
the method co? payment must be determined to the advantage of all. 
Once vne sucz and methods have been finally established, the 
strictest mi res must be taken to.compel those in control of 
Garman weaith to‘pay the reparation Eabilities to the full. The 
problem mu ived by the unwearying enforcement of the irre 
fatable prin nies of justice.

Through adoption. Hto 28 of | Poe 


& resolution reconsidering a 
preriogs resolution, the joint 
meeting “voted to accept the 
Philippine Shipowners’ <Associ- 
Nation's proposal to defer enforce- 
ment of the propesed 20 
cent wage cut, originslly set for 
July I, until July 31, giving time 
for negotiations between ovwners 
and employes for amicable settle- 
ment of the entire controsersy. 

Twenty-four hours previously 
the officers had presented an 
ultimatuco to the shiyowners de- 
masding the immediate. drawing 
op ofa two year contract under 
the present wage scale on paid of 
a walkout today. This the owners 
bad indicated would not be met 
under any circomstances and the 
strike accordingl¥ soemed certain. 

The officers last night, however. 
stood by their gups to the extent 
of refusing recovsideration of their 
resolution declining to arbitrate 
difference with the shipowners, 
and likewise virtually unanimous- 
ty deciding, slthowgh without 
forrual, motion, to stand pat on 
their demand for the two-year 
contract with no reduction of pay.

UP-TO-DATE CITY.

Industrial Magnate’s Manifold 
Activities. 


Nantung, China's up-to-date 
contre of trade and industry slong 
the Yangtze, might havo been da- 
signed to iropress the West. This 
is the consensus of opinion amoug 
the members of a party from the 
British Chamber of Commerce, 
which with representatives of the 
French, Japanese and American 
Chambers, bas just returned from 
a visit tathis city. "Fhe guests 
were invited to take part in the 
ceremonies held thera in con- 
nection with the 70th birthday of 
Chang Chien, the distinguished 
founder of the many industrial, 
educational ‘and -: charitable 
activities of modern Nantuog. 
In Shanghai there are notable ex 
anples of similar enterpriae, but 
one much smallerscale.. No for- 
eign advisors have given their 
services in the davalopment of 
the- industria! settlement « of 
Nantung. It bas ,sttained its 
present promising position almost 
entirely through the energy and 
resources of Mr. Chang. The 
prosperous agricultural districts 
adjoining also bear witness to 
what progress Ching can make 
in these directions if sbe could 
bat be: blessed with equally able 
administrators. 


In addition to its textile mills, 
silk filatares, iron works, schools 
and colleges, the city contains 
macy other fine public institu- 
tions, The thoroughfares are 
broad. There is a park and all

Reorganisation of Diplomatic 
and Consular Services. 


No nationally-minded Ameri- 
can can fail to sympathize with 
Secretary Hughes io his plea for 
& better and a more eficiont 
foreign service made before 

| teeer: convention iv Waabing:an 
of ta Caamoer of Commerce of 
the United States, and American 
business men in particular w ll 
be quick to see the merit io hia 
argumont for a reorganisation af 
the diplomatic and consular ser- 
vices. In his address at We-hin<- 
ton, Wr. Hughes.showed that be 
folly appreciated the needs oftha 
two services of which, as Sec-e- 
tary of Ssate, ha is the responsible 
bead, and hia clear analysis of 
the fonetions that the personnel 
of these two services: may pro 
perly be expected to perform will 
be racaived with satisfaction by 
the large sod growing body of 
Americans who balieve that the 
foreign service of tho United 
States should, in point of useful 
nasa and efficiency, and in the 
calibte of its personnel, be second 
to no other. 

Me. Hogbes dos cot share 
witb certain of bis countrymen 
the belief that a diplomat is an 
ornament—s uselsss ornament 
—of international society, and 
thatdiplomeacy is & career open 
to any Tom, Dick or Harry. 
» Without training or special spti- 
tude. On tho contrary, be holds 
that consular and diplomatic 
officers mast ba broad-gouged 
men, competent to handlo in a 
creditable mannor the conduct of 
our foreign relations. "Every 
American,” be maintains, “should 
feel ashamed that any country in 
theworld should bass a better 
diplomatic organization than the 
United States. Tbis is not a 
matter simply of national prid 
it ia m matter of national recur. 
ity.” 

UNDIRPAID OFFICIALS. 

The Se:retary of State finds 
that it is impossible to make thee» 
improvaments ip the diplomatic 
204 consular services as they are 
at prvasnt constituted. In the 
first place these s-rviees are 
underpaid. At the existing sal- 
ary scale it is next to impossible 
for a maa,withous means to enter 
permanently. into the foreizn 
employ of his Government: Our 

“underpaid “diplomats have . for 
generations been a byword: ia 
the capitals of the world. Low 
aalaries have restricted the choice 
of candidates in the classified 
diplomatic service to young men 
of means, who are both abl» and 
‘willing to pay part. if nat, most o! 
their expenses out of their own 
pockets. vs 

“Ib iy a most serious thing,” 
remarked Mr, Hughes, “to be 
compelled to say that. a young 
tan without means, who desires 
to marry-and b@ng up a family 
after the Amewican tradition. 
eannot be encouraged to enter 
upen one of the most importart 
caree.s that the country has Io 
officer. Eo say bluntly tha: ro 
American can face the facts with- 
out a sense of humiliation, and be 
ia compelled to quatify his boast- 
ing of our intelligence and civilizt- 
tirn so long as the condition 
coatinies.” Obviously the rem- 
ody is au American salary ecal-, 
ona that will permit able mer, 
withont means, to choase the 
foreign service as their life's 
work. 


ABILITY AND TRAINING 

. RECOGNIZED. - 
Mri Hozhes makes two other 
recommendations. Not only mu-t 
Uncle Sam pay its foreign officers 
reasovable asiaries, but it mus’ 
offer mem of ability e chacce to 
rise toward the more important 
ports.
